ford G. Murray said. 

Of this, $189,207 will be 
reimbursed by the LEAA, 
the funding arm of the Jus- 
tice Department, bringing to 
a total of $584,831 the ad- 
ministration has given the 
police foree since 1970. 

These costs are in addi- 
tion to the $635,000 the Gen- 


eral Services Administration 
said the government spent 
on security installations and 
improvements, and the ^3.7 
million the White House 
said the military spent on 
communications systems, 
and offices at San Clemetrte,: 
Additionally, annual recur- 
ring military costs qt the es- 
tate have been $ 677 , 000 , ac 
cording to the White House. 

According to Murray, fed- 
eral assistance to the Sam 
Clements police force will 
be-necassary as long as the 
President lives in the city 
because of the need for 
“crowd control and the han- 
dling of riots and disor- 
ders." X 

Moreover, Murray said in 
a federal grant application, 
a constant stream of tourists, 
who attempt to get a 
glirhpse of Mr. Nixon’s pala- 
tial/ Spanish-style home re- 
quires additional police pro- 
tection.
